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Head 


w  e  began  and  ended  our  year,  in  chapel  and  Trafalgar  Day  respectively,  on  the  same 
theme:  a  study  of  Pieter  Bruegel's  "Landscape  with  the  Fall  of  Icarus",  an  incomparable 
mediation  of  success,  failure,  and  how  we  face  each  of  these.  Rudyard  KipHng,  in  his 
poem  'If,  leaves  much  wisdom  unsaid  when  he  writes: 

"If  you  can  meet  with  triumph  and  disaster 
And  treat  those  two  imposters  just  the  same..." 

Triumph  and  disaster  as  imposters?  And  treat  them  the  same  way  no  less....?  The  paint- 
ing gives  us  a  clue  as  to  what  the  poet  is  up  to. 

Icarus,  the  most  ambitious  of  youths,  had  wings  of  wax  made  for  him  by  his  father  Dae- 
dalus so  that  he  might  fly  to  the  sun.  Unhappily,  the  wings  melted  and  he  plunged  earth- 
ward, thrashing  in  the  surf. 

While  Bruegel  named  his  painting  the  'Landscape  with  the  Fall  of  Icarus'  the  scene  is  dominated  by  the  ploughman, 
who  continues  on  with  his  work,  quite  oblivious  to  the  fallen  hero.  Who  doesn't  sympathize  with  the  weary  plough- 
man working  day  after  day,  and  the  day  after  that? 

Who  else  is  there?  We  notice  the 
shepherd  boy  who  is  staring  up 
in  the  sky,  presumably  wonder- 
ing where  this  mad  capped  aviator 
came  from. 


He  is  like  us. 

Most  of  us  are  somewhere  between 
the  heroic  Icarus  and  the  indefati- 
gable ploughman.  What  will  the 
shepherd  do?  What  should  he  do? 
Will  he  continue  to  herd  the  sheep, 
get  on  with  it  like  the  farmer,  or 
should  he  follow  the  example  of  the 
one  other  character  in  the  painting 
we've  yet  to  consider,  the  friar  in 
the  bottom  right,  who  is  casting  a 
hand  out  to  Icarus?

It  is  far  easier  to  applaud  the  friar's 

example  than  it  is  to  emulate  it  in  real  life:  when  homework  piles  up,  tests  need  to  be  taken,  and  other  commitments 
met,  we  invariably  lose  sight  of  those  around  us.  And  yet.  And  yet.  When  we  turn  away  from  ourselves  and  look  to 
others  we  find  the  true  measure  of  character.  So  let  us  take  the  painting  as  a  kind  of  a  mirror  and  consider  the  kind 
of  school  we  want  to  be. 


To  all  of  you,  especially  our  graduates,  cheers  and  farewell  in  all  that  lies  ahead.

From  Grade  5  to  Grade  12  our  school  has  been  making  an  impact  on  our  community.  Be  it  small  acts  of 
kindness  or  large  events  such  as  Outreach  Day  or  the  Castle  Bazaar,  students  and  families  have  given 

freely  of  their  time  and  energy  to  make  our  community  a  better  place.  Now  more  than  ever  our 
not-for-profit  and  community  charitable  organizations  are  seeing  the  pressure  of  lack  of  funding  and 
resources  which  are  making  it  difficiilt  to  fiU  the  need  in  the  Durham  Region.  This  is  why  our  school  has 
gone  above  and  beyond,  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  these  essential  services  by  donating  more  than  2200 
recorded  community  service  hours  which  this  does  not  include  events  such  as  the  Terry  Fox  Run,  Grade

This  year  we  revisited  some  of  the  places  that  we  have  worked 
with  before;  however,  we  had  also  added  several  new  organizations  that  were  completely  amazed  by  the 
enthusiasm  and  spirit  our  girls  showed  throughout  the  day.  It  was  a  trxAy  fantastic  day.  Everyone  worked 
hard,  and  the  students  got  a  feeling  for  what  it  is  Mke  to  be  an  active  citizen  in  their  local  community. 
Plans  are  well  underway  for  next  year's  Outreach  Day;  however,  there  is  a  twist!  The  Senior  School  wHl 
be  participating  in  their  Outreach  Day  in  October  and  the  Junior  School  will  be  taking  part  in  April. 

There  is  a  lot  to  be  done  and  all  of  the  organizations  are  awaiting  next  year's  arrival. 
In  long  standing  Trafalgar  tradition,  November  rings  in  the  annual  Castie  Charity  Bazaar.  Faculty, 
parents,  students  and  the  local  community  come  together  with  the  goal  of  raising  money  to  donate  to 
charitable  organizations.

Nanisa  Perry  from  the  New  Life  Neighbourhood 
Centre  in  Oshawa  came  to  the  school  to  accept  one  such  donation  in  person.  She  spoke  to  all  of  us  and 
expressed  her  thanks.  Our  donation  of  food  and  money  helped  provide  the  centre  with  some  of  the 
resources  needed  to  provide  Sunday  breakfasts,  hygiene  bags  and  food  kits  for  the  centre's  clients.

Grade 
six,  seven  and  eight  students  took  on  the  role  of  helping  with  this  year's  Winter  Walk  for  The  Floyd 
Honey  Foundation  in  Toronto  and  participating  in  the  MS  Read-a-thon. 
One  exciting  new  addition  to  the  community  service  program  was  the  introduction  of  the  Community 
Service  Pin.  This  year  we  wanted  to  further  integrate  the  Junior  School  into  Community  Service  and 
impress  upon  these  future  leaders,  the  importance  of  social  justice  and  the  importance  of  becoming  an 
active  citizen.  To  do  this  we  have  implemented  the  Community  Service  Pin,  given  out  on  Awards  Day, 
for  any  student  who  volunteers  60  hours  or  more  to  their  community.  Any  student.  Junior  or  Senior,  can 
receive  this  pin  and  the  60  hours  can  be  accumulated  over  time  at  Trafalgar.  We  need  to  recognize  the 
students  that  make  community  a  priority  as  well  as  recognize  some  of  the  good  work  that  these  young 

ladies  are  doing! 

This  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  Trafalgar  as  we  worked  to  'Make  a  World  of  Difference'  and  promote 

social  awareness  within  our  school.  We  couldn't  do  it  without  the  help  of  the  staff,  faculty,  students, 
parents,  our  Community  Service  Prefect  Giovanna  and  the  wider  community.
